According to this article of faith there is 
no attribute, nor perfection in the person of 
the Father, which is not equally in the per- 
son of the Son and in the persou of the Ho- 
ly Ghost; nor is there any attribute, nor per- 
fection in the person of the Sou which is not 
equally in the person of the Father, and in 
the person of the Holy Ghost; nor is there 
any attribute, nor pertection in the person 
of the Holy Ghost. which is not equally in 
the person of the Father and in the persou 
of the Son, 

Ir there are, in either of the persons of 
this trinity, avy attributes which essentially 
belong to the person of a Father, these attri- 
butes all belong equally to all the three.— 
Therefore, there can be no more propriety 
yz one of ihese persous Pather, than 
there is m calling each of the three, Father. 
And if there are, in any one of these per- 
sons, any attributes which essentially belong 
toa Son, these attributes equally belong to 
all three. ‘Therefore, there can be no more 
propriety in calling any one of these three 
persons, Son, than there is in calling each of 
the three, son. And if'there are in either of 
these persons any attributes which are essen- 
tial to the Holy Ghost, these attributes are 
equally essential to all three of these persons, 
Therefore, there can be no more propriety 
in calling any one of these persons, Hols 
Ghost, than there is iu ciutiing each of the 
three, Holy Ghost. 

If either of the persons of this trinity, is 
in any proper sense, the Father of either of 
the other two, he must be equally the Path- 


; er of both the others; and vot only so, but 


he must be equally his own Father, as be is 
the Father of both the other persons. And 
if either of these three persous is, in any 
proper the Son ot either the other 
two persons, he must be equally the son of 
both; and he must also be equally his own 
son. 

All these apparent contradictions, and 
many more, are necessarily involved in the 
article of faith, which we are considering; 
for it expressly says, that the Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost, are one in essence, and 
equally possessing the same attributes and 
the same perfections, 

We must take the liberty to ask the ques- 
tion, whether it can promote the religion of 
the Savior to make such an article of faith 
a condition of ebristian fellowship and com- 
munion?’ Where in all the seriptures is this 
article of faith to be found? When Jesus 
communed with bis disciples, and adminis- 
tered the bread and wine to them, did he first 
require of them a confession of this article? | 
They had professed to believe that he was 
the Son of the living God; but never gave | 
the least intimation that they believed that 
he was his own Father, or his own Son,- 
He told them that his Father was greater 
than himself; that he could do nothing of 
himself, and no doubt they believed what he 
told them. Jf neither Jesus nor bis disciples 
ever required such an article of faith, as the 
one we are noticing, why, in order to be 
evangelical, must we profess to believe it? 

Without designing to give ofieuce, leave 
is requested to ask, if there can be found, in 
any religion under heaven, Jew, Pagan or 
Mahommedan, or any other, an article of 
belief, which more directly sets reason at de- 
fiance, or depresses common sense loa great- 
er degree ot abasement? Far be it from 
us to exclude from our charity, those who 
profess this article of belief; but we must be 
allowed to tell them, that if the millennium 
in which they believe, never comes until all 
reasonable people believe this article of thei 
faith, it will yet a long time be delayed. 

‘There is a practice, in which people who 
profess to believe the article under consider- 
ation, are uniform, which we cannot under 
stand to be in agreement Ww ith the article.— 
‘The practice we have in mind is, that of al- 
ways mentioning the persen of the Father 
before mentioning the person of the Son;— 
and of always mentioning the person of the 
Son before they mention the person of the 
Holy Ghost. This custom which they never 
vary, in their ascriptions or doxologies, cer- 
tainly indicates that there is a precedency 
given to the person W hich they call the Fath- 
er, over the other two; and also that a like 
precedency is given to the person they call 
the Son, to the ove they denominate the Ho- 
ly Ghost. But if they believe that these 
three persons are “one in) ess ence, and equal- 
ly possessing the same attributes and the 
same perfections,” i they give any priority 
to one that they do not give equally to the 
other two, they do not worship their God in 
spirit and in truth, according to their own 


sense,

~~ PEMPERANCE TRACTS. 
Amongst the means adopted to cure the 
evil of intemperance, we think not unfavor- 
ably of the circulation of Tracts designed 
for this object. But in the publication of 
such articles, much caution and prudence | 
should be employed. The facts should be 
credible ones; the premises fair and the 
reasoning candid and conclusive. We are 
led to this subject at the present time from 
an examination of three or four ‘Temper- 
ance tracts, sent to us and two others in lib- 
eral quantities by Mr. Tappan of Boston, 
for distribution amongst the members of the 
Legislature and others. We give the donor 
and the Executive Committee of the Ameri- 
can Temperance Society, all due thanks for 
their attentions, and commend them highly 
so far aa they are governed by the benevo- 
lent desire to do a moral good in the com- 
munity. But, not approving of all which 
we find in the articles forwarded to us—nay, 
believing that there is not a little in them 
calculated to injure the cause, we must be 


allowed, as the friend of that cause, to ex- | 


press our regret on account thereof and to 


administer a friendly adinonition. 


We hold it as au indispensible requisite, 
| 


in the Temperance cause, that such a course 


should be taken as is calculated to unite al] | 
the ftriends—let them belong to whatever | 


party or sect, they may. The cause is purely 


a morai one, and all the friends of morals, | 


though they may differ on doctrines, nay 


and should unitedly engage in its promotion. | 
But to secure and preserve this very desira- | 


ble unity, it is evident that nothing of a doc- 
trinal or sectarian nature should be suffered 


to find its way into any of the ‘Temperance | 


operations. ‘The moment this is done, the 
injured party becomes dissatisfied,and draws 
off, incensed if not hostile. It is, we know, 
a delicate thing to manage a cause on which 
men of different opinions are brought to 
unite. The remark may apply to the Tem- 
perance cause ; though perhaps not with so 


much force, as to some other subjects, see- 


ing this is, or ought to be, purely a moral | 


cause, on which all are agreed, It can easily 
with tolerable caution, be managed as such ; 
and when itis so managed, none can become 
jealous or complain. 

The articles for which we are indebted to 
the gentleman before mentioned, and which 
we have been requested to circulate are seri- 
ously objectionable ou the score of theircon- 
taining doctrinal sentiments which we be-

first Article—anid that with which we have 
been supplied in much the greatest numbers 
for distribution,—is an article from the 
‘sixth Annual Report of the American 
Temperance Society,” containing an essay 
to show that the Laws which authorize the 
traffic in ardent spirits, are morally wrong. 
We shall not now speak of the general doc- 
trine of the article. We think it is sound. 
W hat we object to isthe fact, that the writer 
has contrived throughout the article to intro- 
duce the objectionable doctrine in question, 
There was no need of this atall. There 
are evils enough in this world,—palpable 
and frightful as you choose,—which may he 
expatiated upon without disturbing the bonds 
of union by going out of the way to intro- 
duce terrors from the future state,and which 
are doubtful to say the least. The Tract 
contains but twenty six pages, and on exam- 
ining it we find no less than twenty four in- 
stances Wherein the doctrine of endless mis- 
ery is plainly or covertly introduced. Now 
what can people think ? Do they think that 
we can conscientiously circulate, under the 
cover of Temperance, doctrines which we 
believe to be absurd and pernicious ? Sup- 
pose a case. Suppose some Universalist 
friends of Temperance were to prepare 
Tracts to be circulated by orthodox friends 
of the cause ; and in writing them should be 
careful, as often as once on a page, to pre- 
sent the doctrine of Universal salvation in 
such terms as go to take it for granted that 
this doctrine is true and ought not to be 
questioned ?

In Augusta, on Monday morning last, Hon. Josnea 
Cusuman, Representative of the town of Winslow in 
the Legiglature. Mr. C. was a man of venerable 
years and of high claims to respect. He was in the Ke- 
volution, and bore in his hody the marks which he had 
| received in that patviotic war. After leaving the army, 
he fitted for college and was graduated (in the clase 
| with ex-President J. Q. Adams,) in 1787. Having 
subsequently fitted for the ministry, he was settled in 

| Waterville, when that town and Wieslow were one. 

| Here he pursued the duties of a Pastor for something 
like thirty years, enjoying the respeet and afleetion 

| of his people. Afier the division of the town, his 
connexion with the Porish was dissolved, ard his fil- 
low citizens looked to him as a man quatified to serve 
them asa public man. Several times he was clected to 

| the Legislature of Massachusetts—both House and 

| Senate. Having pe: formed these duties acceptably, he 

| was elected to Congress by this Congressional Dis- 
trict. He wasa member of the National Legislatave 
six years, from 1819 vo 1825. Here he distiemujcped 
himself as one of the ablest and most devoted ‘Repre- 
sentatives from this portion of New England. Leav- 
ing Congress, he was chosen a Senator for this County 
in our State Legislature. We believe, too, he had 
been one of the Executive Council. At the time of 
his death, be was a member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. He came, however, tothe Capitalin feeble 
health. His resolution however kept him in his seat 
till a very few days before he expired. He died much
